CUBAN ACTIONS AGAINST THE USA - 

CUBA, REPORTING ON ACTIVITIES UNDERTAKEN TO SUPPORT THE 
DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM, MADE TWO STATEMENTS 
REGARDING ACTIVITIES DIRECTED AGAINST THE USA. THESE APPEAR 
IN A REPORT OF THE SYG (E/5759/ADD.1) CONTAINING AN ANALYSIS 
OF RECENT REPLIES RECEIVED FROM GOVERNMENTS, WHICH IS 
EXPECTED TO BE INTRODUCED IN ECOSOC APRIL 21. IN ITS REPLY, 

CUBA STATED IT HAD PROMOTED REGIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL 
ACTIVITIES IN LINE WITH THE GOALS AND OBJECTIVES OF THE 
PROGRAM FOR THE DECADE, AND SUCH ACTIVITIES INCLUDED THE 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE IN SUPPORT OF THE INDEPENDENCE 
OF PUERTO RICO, HELD AT HAVANA SEPTEMBER 5-7, 1975. IN 
ANOTHER PARAGRAPH, CUBA OFFERED SUGGESTIONS FOR ATTAINING 
OBJECTIVES OF THE PROGRAM, INCLUDING: STUDY OF THE 
ROLE PLAYED BY MULTINATIONAL ENTERPRISES AND OTHER FOREIGN 
ECONOMIC INTERESTS IN SUPPORT OF APARTHEID, RACIAL DIS- 
CRIMINATION AND ZIONISM; IMPLEMENTATION OF A COORDINATED 
STRATEGY OF ACTION AGAINST ECONOMIC COLLABORATION WITH 
SOUTH AFRICA BY THE USA AND OTHER WESTERN POWERS.

APARTHEID COMMITTEE PROTEST TO US - 

APARTHEID COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN CISSE (GUINEA) WROTE AMB SCRANTON 
CONCERNING INCIDENTS AT HEINEMANN ELECTRIC (SA) OF SOUTH 
AFRICA, SUBSIDIARY OF HEINEMANN ELECTRIC COMPANY OF 
TRENTON, NEW JERSEY. SHE STATED THAT THE MANAGEMENT DISCMISSED 
ALL AFRICAN WORKERS FOR DEMANDING RECOGNITION FOR THEIR 
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TRADE UNION, AND CALLED IN THE POLICE WHO ATTACKED 
THE WORKERS, WITHOUT PROVOCATION, CAUSING SERIOUS INJURIES 
TO MANY MEN AND WOMEN. SEVERAL WORKERS WERE CHARGED IN 
THE COURTS UNDER RACIST AND REPRESSIVE LAWS. HER COMMITTEE 
HOPES THAT THE USG WILL TAKE URGENT ACTION TO CALL ON 
HEINEMANN ELECTRIC TO CEASE ITS VIOLATIONS OF THE TRADE 
UNION RIGHTS OF AFRICAN WORKERS, REINSTATE THE WORKERS 
AND PROVIDE ADEQUATE COMPENSATION. THE COMMITTEE ALSO 
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HOPES THE USG WILL DRAW THE ATTENTION OF ALL COMPANIES 
IN SOUTH AFRICA, OWNED BY US INTERESTS, TO THE FACT THAT 
VIOLATIONS OF THE RIGHTS OF AFRICAN WORKERS AND COLLUSION 
WITH THE RACIST REGIME AGAINST WORKERS CANNOT BUT BE 
DENOUNCED BY THE UN AND HUMANITY. (USUN 1654)

UN PRESS SPOKESMAN TOOK NOTE OF "THE NEW YORK TIMES" 

APRIL 17 ARTICLE ABOUT CANDIDATES TO F ILL THE POSITION OF 
UN SYG WHICH BECOMES VACANT AT THE END OF 1976. CANDIDATES 
MENTIONED IN THE ARTICLE, IN ADDITION TO INCUMBENT 
WALDHEIM, INCLUDED ARGENTINE AMB ORTIZ DE ROZAS, IRANIAN 
AMB HOVEYDA, MEXICAN PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA, PAKISTANI 
AMB AKHUND, SRI LANKAN AMB AMERASINGHE, AND TANZANIAN 
AMB SALIM. STRESSING HE HAD NO COMMENT ON THE ARTICLE 
AS A WHOLE, SPOKESMAN READ STATEMENT ON BEHALF 
OF SYG WALDHEIM TO EFFECT THAT THE ELECTION OF THE SYG IS 
A MATTER ON WHICH THE UN MEMBERSHIP HAS TO EXPRESS ITS 
WISHES; THIS IS NORMALLY FIRST DONE THROUGH CONSULTATIONS; 
AND IF THE MEMBERSHIP DESIRED HIM TO SERVE FOR ANOTHER 
TERM, TIME WOULD THEN HAVE COME FOR HIM TO DETERMINE 
QUESTION OF HIS AVAILABILITY. SPOKESMAN ALSO REFERRED 
TO WALDHEIM'S APRIL 9 STATEMENT IN GENEVA WHEN HE SAID 
IT WAS UP TO THE GA AND SC TO DECIDE, AND AT THE RIGHT TIME 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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HE WOULD HAVE THE OPPORTUNITY TO MAKE HIS INTENTIONS

AD HOC COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING THE UN - 

AS OF APRIL 19, THE WORKING GROUP OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
RESTRUCTURING THE UN HAS HELD TWO MEETINGS BUT HAS NOT 
PROGRESSED BEYOND THE SITUATION APRIL 15 WHEN THE US 
INTRODUCED ITS PAPER. THE NETHERLANDS, WE ARE TOLD, 

SIMPLY REFUSES TO JOIN IN ANY COMMON EC-9 POSITION. 

OTHER EC-9 AGREED THERE WILL BE NO "EC-8" PAPER, 

AND IF THEIR LAST EFFORT WITH THE NETHERLANDS FAILS, 

EACH COUNTRY WILL BE FREE TO TAKE ITS INDIVIDUAL POSITION. 

IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES, IT IS POSSIBLE ITALY AND BELGIUM 
MAY TALBLE THEIR OWN PAPERS. THE G-77 HOPE TO COME UP WITH 
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A CLEAN TEXT "IN THE NEXT FEW DAYS." HOWEVER. THE SESSION 
IS SCHEDULED TO ADJOURN APRIL 23. AND IT IS OBVIOUS 
THAT THERE WILL BE LITTLE IF ANY TIME TO DISCUSS OR
